“To  see  life  steadily  and  to  see  it  whole”  was  the  end  of  whole- 
some living,  according  to  Matthew  Arnold.  As  college  students,  it  is 
a responsibility,  while  in  college,  not  to  study,  but  to  orient  our- 
selves in  all  things  which  contribute  to  the  satisfaction  of  living  with 
other  people. 

Shakespeare  wrought  his  piece  well  in  these  famed  words : 

“To  thine  ownself  be  true, 

And  it  must  follow,  as  the  night  the  day, 

Thou  canst  not  then  be  false  to  any  man.” 

It  is  necessary  that  we  know  other  people,  but  equally  as  neces- 
sary that  we  know  ourselves  intimately  if  we  would  succeed.  Self- 
knowledge  is  the  most  important  knowledge  we  can  possess ; to 
know  why  we  act  thus  and  so,  and  why  our  humors  are  susceptible 
to  frequent  change. 

In  summing  up  this  responsibility,  we  quote  George  Herbert 
Palmer,  one  of  America’s  greatest  educators:  “Whosoever  embarks 
on  a course  of  discipline  with  a view  to  improvement  must  assure 
himself  of  two  things — his  actual  smallness,  and  his  possible  great- 
ness.” 1 

Only  when  this  realization  comes  home  to  us  with  proper  force 
can  we  really  achieve  success,  for  this  thing  which  the  whole  world 
seeks  comes  out  of  self-analysis  and  intelligent  application. 

The  B.  Y.  U.  offers  just  such  a program,  which  will  help  us  to 
“see  life  steadily  and  see  it  whole,”  but  we.  must  keep  our  eyes  and 
ears  open,  throw  aside  our  prejudices,  and  get  acquainted  with  the 
world  we  live  in  and  the  people  who  make  up  that  world.  W.  C.  C.

The  Autobiography  of  Alice  B.  Toklas 
Harcourt,  Brace,  New  York,  1933 
$3.50. 

This  book  is  actually  the  autobiog- 
raphy of  Gertrude  Stein,  though  the 
reader  not  knowing  Miss  Stein’s  work, 
might  read  to  the  last  page  without 
knowing  that  the  book  is  really  a 
biography.  There  is  no  author’s  name 
on  the  title  page,  and  the  book  is  writ- 
ten as  if  by  Alice  B.  Toklas. 

Alice  B.  Toklas,  a Californian,  has 
for  the  past  26  years  lived  with  Miss 
Stein  as  companion-secretary.  Miss 
Stein  says  she  often  urged  Companion 
Toklas  to  write  her  autobiography,  fi- 
nally decided  to  writes,  it  for  her.  On 
the  last  page  of  the  book  she  says: 
“I  am  going  to  write  it  for  you.  I am 
going  to  write  it  as  simply  as  Defoe 
did  the  autobiography  of  Robinson 
Crusoe.  And  she  has  and  this  is  it.” 
Miss  Stein  Was  Cubist 
In  the  autobiography  of  Alice  B. 
Toklas,  Miss  Stein  has  revealed  her 
and  her  opinions.  She  pictures  pre- 
war, artistic,  cosmopolitan  Paris.  She 
has  pictured  the  birth  and  growth  of 
modern  art.  (Miss  Stein’s  studio  was 
the  center  of  a group  of  modern  ar- 
tists known  under  the  name  of  cubists.) 

The  autobiography  “is  a very  rich 
picture  of  a very  rich  world,  and  it  is 
a big  panorama  where  hundreds  oi 
people  come  and  go;  but, of  course,  the 
center  of  the  picture  and  the  best  parr 
of  it  is  Miss  Stein.” 

Many  modern  authors  have  sat  ad- 
miringly at  the  feet  of  Miss  Stein — Er- 
nest Hemingway,  Sherwood  Anderson 
Francis  Scott  Fitzgerald,  Carl  Van 
Vetchen  and  others.  Miss  Stein  re- 
veals her  acquaintance  and  contact 
with  them.
